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STILL ENGLAND OF CROMWELL 



Willi thr Hritlsli Goveiuiueul fac- 
ing ipverst's on llie battlrtlplii and 
dlBruptton of government at home 
. comes the thought that tlie prayers 

of many IriBtimon and their de- 
° soMdaats ars <beliig answered and 
tiiht the domlaeerinc tyiant John 
Ball is now ready to reap the re- 
ward of Ms emel op|»reasiOB of Ire- 
land for past centuries. In this 
'C-onnc<'tion everyoae should read 
•The True Story of the Irish Re- 
bellion" In Hearst's Magazine this 
month, in which Charles Edward 
Kussell, an unbiased writer, tells of 
that awful blot in English history 
and how the public outside has 
never heard the, true story of what 
^ was termed the Irish rebellion. The 

writer says that with an all-pow- 
ortnl press censor and a gagged 
press the puhHc was led to believe 
tliat the reSelUon was the work of 
a few fanatics, known as Sinn Fein 
«rt, but In truth the title Sinn 
Feiner was a misnomer, and that it 
was a rerolt of the best people in 
Ireland, with the Sinn Keiner-s only 
a part. In discussing the causes 
the writer says: 

High treason In tlie British Rm- 
pire must Im- what Count Mi^ternich 
called a "geographical expression 
9o soon as they saw the home rule 
biU would be passed the leadei-s in 
Ulster began to preach and organize 
a revohition much more open and 
I dangerous then any so-called Irish 
rabel ever protepMl ""Ind yet with 
Impunity. In »e plainest terms 
they served notice on the Oorem- 
ment that home rule meant the 
»ecesRlon of TMster and that bloody 
•ivil war would be the result of 
Mt^k- , — any atfenipl to keej) her in liie lilng- 
doni. The in»t<*r VdluMeei-e were 
formed, drilled and armed, -more 
than 100,000 of them, for the ex- 
prOB purpose ot establishing I'Ister's 
IndependeBoe; for that guns, am- 
monltloa and equipment were ao- 
cuttuMttod. Plans we^ made to 
selM at a algaal the PNtoiace and 
othM^ public bulMtngs in Belfast 
and to proclaim an insurgent gov- 
ernment. 

Not a hand was laid on the men 
who led this sedition. Sir Edward 
Parson. Ito commander-in-chief, sat 
in Parliament and went 1o and fro 
upon his mission, concocting treason, 
revolt and olvll war. unmolested and 
unafraid. When it was proposed to 
suppress with the might of the 
reahn the rebellion thus flagrantly 
pIoMed. Byttish army officers prac- 
ti^lly miftinod, and Sir John 
Fn^ch. then Chief-of-staff, resigned 
rather than bear arms avainst his 
fellow subjex-ts. The Ooremment 
not only tolerated these acts of In- 
cubordination, but before l^u gave 
French a Still more importauU com- 
mand. 

After dis<nissing \hf oreanizal Ion 
of the Irish rel)ellionists Mr Hus- 
sell then tells of the .Tclual fight- 
ing wherein these raw veorulta held 
the flo#er of the English army at 
bay for.aeireml days. Then follows 
his dewrtptloa ot Botohar BSsxwell's 
relgtt: 

Gen. Sir John Maxwell liad been 
sent orer in chief command te put 
down thte rebellion. He lost no time 
In setting his court-martial to work. 
trylAg men one day and shooting 
theon the next. There was no mercy 
and little consideration. British 
newspapers that afterward bitterly 
denounced the farcical court- 
martial of Captain Fry.itt applauded 
the work ol Sir John Maxwell's 
court-martial, equally farcical, and 
demanded more victims. Thomas 
McDonagb. the learned man of let- 
ters; PsMek Pearse and Joseph 
PItfnkett, the poeU; Edmund Kent, 
the scholar ; James Connolly, the 
humanitarian; Thomas Clarke, the 
tndomltabe opponent of British rule; 
Tohn McBrlde. the old soldier — all 
went swiftly the same way. The 
so-called trials were secret; nothing 
WHS known of them until Maxwell 
gave out a curt announcement of 
the shootings, it appears that only 
young Kent made any appeal against 
his fkte; the others went to death 
without a word. Oonnolly was so 
badly shattered with wounds that 
to get a chaaee to shoot him hit 
executioners must prop him in a 
chair, a circumstance that might 
well be reed in connection with ac- 
counts of the Fryatt case. The 
night before young PlunUett wps 
killed he was married to Miss Qmcf 
Gifford. an artist, to whom he had 
lon« tK'en affianced. The niglit be- 
fore Patrick Peei-se was killed he 
wrote a beaut4fal poem, not related 
to the revolution, but dwelling with 
a soft and caressing tenderness on 
the beauty of Oelds and flowers. 
King or no king, I do not beliere 
the world could well alTord to lose 
such a soul. 

In all, the court-martial emahed 
the lives out of flfteen of the lead- 
ms. De Valem's seoteoce. perhaps 
tiecause he was born In America, 
was commuted to life imprisonment. 
Romeone that happened to remem- 
ber Edith Cavell secured a like 
Blender mercy for the rountess 
Marklewlcc. More than two hun- 
dred others, some of whom had 



nothing to do with the uprising, 
were sentenced for various terms 
up to life. Thousands were ahut In 
concentration ca,m;ps. It wa* the 
modern vi-r.sion Of Jeffrey* apd the 
Bloody A.sslze. 

Following a description of the 
brutal murder of Skefflngton, Dick- 
son and ICcIntyre, whom It devel- 
oped later bad no paH in the re- 
bellion, the exeoutioaers were 
baited by world-wide denunciation, 
of which the writer says: 

The contrasts were too glaring. 
.Vot one thing had the revolutionists 
done that Sir Edward Carson and 
his followers had not openly plotted 
% do. The citizen army had but 
followed the ("Isfer example; even 
the seizure of the Postofflce was 
copied Irotii the Carson plans. For 
Car on. place in the Cabinet: for 
Patiick I'carse the firing squad and 
the rifles at his heait it \v:i^ too 
much; the senses of all just men 
revolted at it. And now there came 
this narrative of the Innocent 
Skefflnj^on, struck down in the 
sheer lust of bloodshed. The state 
of Ireland when that story became 
linown sent at last a reasoning chill 
into the densest member of a dense 
Government. liist^nl of the Insur- 
rection having been fiuppicssed by 
the summary shootinss. it liad only 
begun with them! Ireland was un- 
Jer martial laa- with a bayonet at j 
every comer, or certainly we should ' 
haT» had some extraordinai v scenes 
Ob the top of all this the incom- 
parably stupid Oovernment now pro- 
ceeded to hang Casement "Arnied 
and open revolt" the London press 
called his offense. Yes — but how 
shout Christian DeWet? In the early 
lays of the wsr he had organised 
and led an "armed and open . re- 
volt ' much more dangerous than 
•he poets' protest: he was taken 
red-handed, but he was not put to 
death. Why. then, this manifest 
dls<rlniination against Irishmen? It 
can mean only one thing, men said 
In spite of all the belated profes 
Rions of philanthropy and better 
tenttments, England is still the Eng 
land of Strongbow and Cromwell 
At heart, men said, her hatred haa 
never abated: and all the good ef- 
fects of the land-purchase act and 
the rest vanished over night, shot 
to pieces by a OoTernment dq- 
termined to have blood and plenty 
of it. 

It has no sen.se: It deserves any 
misfortune that may befall It in 
Ireland. It does things ho small 
and mean that a mosquito in the 
chambered recesses of his con- 
sciousness would he ashamed of 
them. James Oonnolly left a widow 
and Ave children, all girls, the old- 
sst seventeen years old. They were 
>r the utmost destitution. Mrs 
Ponnolly, a decent, klndlv womad, 
had no knowledge of her husband's 
so-called treason. When he had 
been propped up and shot, Dublin 
fHendrf tried to Hnd work for the 
oldest sirl. The only place they 
could find paid sixty-two - cents a 
week A fund was now raised to 
send the family to Ameri<a. where 
Mrs. Connolly had friends and reki- 
tlTSB, who would care for her. The 
tickets were bought and all arrange 
ments made when a Government of- 
Brer stepped In and forbade tho de- 
parture on the ground that in Amer 
lea the family would be exploited 
by the <'lan-na-Gael. After which 
the Government censor would not 
iiUow a word of any of this to be 
published or to pass thmush the 
nuais. 

The resuH of this is a new 
spirit in Ireland, and one that the 
bungHng OoTenunent might well 
look upon with the utmost concern 
instead of the old enthusiasm of a 
few revolutionists, there U a deep- 
seated and abiding cooTiotioB of 
wrong. This geaeraUoa will not 
see ihe end of it, Grlnly silent 
now, it will find sn expression as 
Hiuely as the world wags on lu 
way. The bayonwt can not always 
l)e at Iieland's throat. When it is 
taken away I think there la going 
to be trouble There are today in 
Ireland ten times as many of what 
the London press mils Sinn Felners 
s* there were two years ago. The 
dullest politician might draw in- 
tAmetloB from that one tmet. 



PAJmm <» VICTBBAK. 

Col. Thomas Shea, retired oflkwr 

of the t'nlted States army, who 
fought throughout the civil war 
and later saw service In Indian cam- 
paigns, died early .Sunday morning 
at his home, 934 South Tliird street, 
where he had been seiioiislv ill 
three weeks. Col. Shea was a 
warm frienil of President Andrew 
Johnson, and through bravery and 
meritorious conduct he rose rapidly 
and, when honorably mustSTed out 
in 1866, had attalaed the rank of 
Colonel. He was for ten yean in 
the regular army, and as Colonel 
commanded at Washington until the 
Indian troubles broke out In the 
West, where he rendered splendid 
Keivi(e to the Government. After 
retlrinK from active service Col. 
.Shea returned to Kentucky and 
made Ills home at Westport for 
many years. About ten vears ago 
lie removed to this city. He was a 
member of the George H. Thomas 
Post. G. A. R. He was also a 
menvber of the Holy Name Society 
of St. Tx)uls Bertrand church, and 
was an active member of that con- 
cregallon. He Is 8tr\-ived by his 
wife. Mrs. Hellen Jennings Shea, 
nnd two sons. Jes.se Waldron and 
Cornell Doiiglns Shea. His nephew, 
Judi;e Joseph Tl Shea. I nited States 
.\nil)as8ador to Chile, and several 
other nieces and nephews also sur- 
vive him The funeral was held 
Tuesday morning from St. Louis 
Bertrand's church, the Grand Army 
veterans acting as guard of honor 
and escorting the remains to the 
cemetery.

In the primary of 1918. Haly realiz- 
ing that the latter is most impor- 
Unt, as he shrewdly figures that as 
long as Ollie James is in the Sen- 
ate Beckham Is playing a weak sec- 
ond fiddle as far as patronage Is 
concerned, and without patronage 
at bis disposal Percy is an also ra^. 
In the political field. This is dem- 
onstrated by the small figure he has 
cut in State pollttts slace the end 
ot Gov. MoCreanfe administration, 
during whkih he Md completed the 
machine organicatm eUrted during 
Beckham's terms M Governor. Con- 
sidering this awftol power. It re- 
(luires no great calculation to deoi- 
onstrate that Hfljly de;^erve8 no 
bouquets for bis Jpolitical astute- 
ness. The Only fial test oi the 
Haly-Beckhan strjmgth wag last 
year when BeekbAi's choice, Mc- 
Chesney, was dtffeSed badly on the 
pet prohibition pli form which had 
been evolved frt n a dream of 
Hkly'B. 

The result in t le precinct elec- 
tions can not In i ny instance be 
cl.ii: (1 :,s victorfiTfor Haly and 
Beckliajii. as contMded by the Re- 
publican .ind projMdlham papers 
afl'some'of the su^HhKiIuI ones wen 
antagonistic \v Gov .Stanley ami the 
administration because of failure to 
receive political appointments, and 
this class should not be placed in 
the Haly-Beckfaam cohtma. The 
Louisville Herald went so far as to 
say that the men chosen la Louis- 
ville uaC Jefferson county were 
friendly «0 IKa Htfy-Bafttem pa- 
chiae, while the truth is tnat Demo- 
crats here are about as friendly to 
Haly and Beckham as the Kaiser 
would be to King George. On sc- 
count of uralitude to the Evening 
Post for its help in municipal races 
some of our prominent Democrats 
espoused Beckham's cause in 1914 
and secure<i a creditable vote for 
him in this district, this vote being 
heavy enough to secure his nomina- 
tion, and for this mistake some of 
these Democrats have been wearing 
sackcloth and ashes since. It is 
Indeed addiag insult to injury In 
classing these men as &ly-Beck- 
hara supporters now, or even for 
any length of time after Beckham's 
election, as ia just one iriiort year 
the Huly-Beckham strength dropped 
from Seckham's 4.000 in 1914 to 
Mc<^le^ney's few hundred In 191.';. 

As predicted in fhese columns, 
the Hert and Haswell announce- 
ments in the Republican party in 
favor of prohibition would be fol- 
lowed by similar announcements 
throughout the SUte, the Republi 
cans realizing that their chances 
for victory ia any district along the 
old Uaes la pretty small and they 
are unaaimoMly falling back on 
prohibition ss a last resort. 
Throughout the State Republicans 
were 8ur<> of Hughes' election and 
along the line were planning for the 
local races next year, with the Fed- 
eral office-holde! s as the nucleus 
01 Republiran strength, but the 
election of Wilson came as a death 
blow to their prospects, and those 
who see no future prcmpeotfl for the 
0. O. P., even with prohibiitlon for 
their eUadard, will desert in great 
BUBibers avtt year. .Th^,> illus- 
trated in local RwubllotA circles. 
Wood Astan.^tbe ProffttMre nom- 
inee for wSnu. three' Aars ago, 
jumped back Into t^e republican 
ranks and worked hard for iU 
nominees, with the assurance that 
next year he would be given the 
Republican nominarfion unopposed. 
Of course he probably thought, like 
the others, that Hughes was a cer- 
tainty and maybe Dave Rose would 
send nice little soliciting letters to 
the Federal employee for campaign 
contributions. After the election it 
was again rumored that Axton 
would be a candidate aaywky, but 
now it can positively be asserted 
that he will not be a candidate, 
maybe because of the party's prohi- 
bition platform, but whatever the 
cause Axton is out of the race 
without ft doubt. 

Certainly a dismal outlook con- 
fronts Matt Chilton and Chesley 
Searcy, dictators In local Republi- 
can circles. With Axton out of it 
and forced to espouse prohibition, 
they are ready to hand ttie aomin- 
stlons to most anyoaa for next 
year, and to that end will probably 
give the nomination for Mayor to 
Herman Monroe and divide the 
others up among Louis Vissman, 
Robert Lucas, Frank Gr»«ne, Ous 
NAurath, Joe Coukling and J. P. 
Ouaaiagham, father of the Rail- 
road Hughes-Fairbanks Club. On 
the other hand the Democrats have

His claim <1iat bigotry 
la waning does not seem to be borne 
out by contenipoianeous history and 
his coiifejition tlial tlie conciliatory 
method reports more consoling sue 
ces.s than the ancient oontentkMs 
policy may toe open to debate. The 
weakness of the whole viewpoint 
Col. Callahan, as It appears to 
us, is his delusion that he know 
more about the religious situation 
in the United States than the clerics 
wlio liave made a close study of the 
matter years before the name of 
the gentleman from Kentucky was 
mentioned in Catholic circles, 
laymen must remember that he 
approadhes all questions Involving 
religious controversy without suffl' 
clent trutnlng to understand the 
various angles of the subjects 
brought Into debate. Some sincere 
pursuers of reliigous amity may
